During the recent racial unrest growing out of the 
desegregation of the University of Mississippi, information was 
received that the Association of Citizens Councils of Mississippi 
played a part in urging other council members to proceed to the 
University campus. Information was also received council members 
allegedly printed inflammatory material and procured fireworks 
for student ' demonstrations. 

In light of the above and reported attempts being made 
by Negroes to enter the universities in South Carolina and Alabama 
in the near future, offices receiving copies of this airtel should 
furnish the Bureau pertinent information concerning citizens 
councils in their territories. 

No active investigation to procure the information is 
to be conducted. A review of office files should be sufficient 
to elicit the necessary information and established sources and 
public source material may, of course, be utilized.

1. COUNCILS 

The identity of all citizens councils in the territory 
covered by the office. The Bureau and office file numbers for each 
council should be set forth. If there are chapters of a council in 
territory covered by a resident agency, the identity of the council 
and the resident agency should be set forth. The approximate 
membership of the council should also be indicated. 

2. LEADERS 

The leaders of the councils should be set forth. If a 
leader has been the subject of a Bureau investigation, the Bureau 
file number and the office file should be set forth. A short back- 
ground sketch consisting of occupation, home and business addresses 
should be given for each council leader. Under this section the 
principal offices of each council should be enumerated, such as 
president, vice president, treasurer and secretary. 

3. COVERAGE OF COUNCILS 

The coverage which is now being afforded each council 
should be set forth. Following each council the identity of 
informants and other sources furnishing information concerning 
the council must be indicated. 

Under current Bureau instructions offices are presently 
following the activities of councils through established sources, 
office contacts and close scrutiny of the public press. 

Set forth under this section the established sources 
and office contacts being utilized by your office. It will not 
be necessary to set forth that you are following the activities 
through the public press. 

4. POTENTIAL FOR VIOLENCE 

Set forth concerning each council should be an evaluation 
as to the potential such group has for violence in connection with 
racial issues. If there is any indication of Klan or hate group 
infiltration of the council, this should be set forth under this 
section. In the event that there is no Klan or hate group infil- 
tration, this fact should be mentioned.

You are reminded of the instructions set forth in Bureau 
letter to SAC, Atlanta and various other offices dated June 13, 1958, 
captioned, "Citizens’ Councils; Internal Security - X.” That letter 
instructed offices receiving copies of the letter to discontinue all 
efforts to develop informant coverage in citizens councils. You 
were instructed that the discontinuance of the program in no way 
altered the Bureau’s responsibility of keeping interested Government 
agencies and officials advised of actual or contemplated acts of 
violence in connection with the segregation issue; plans for acts 
violative of laws within the Bureau’s jurisdiction, particularly 
those relating to civil rights; and the activities of individuals 
responsible for such acts. 

The Bureau letter pointed out that you have a continuing 
responsibility to insure that the Bureau is apprised of all such 
information, and you were instructed to secure the information only 
through established sources, office contacts and close scrutiny of 
the public press. Informants who had already been developed in 
citizens councils were considered established sources and you were 
instructed to continue your contacts with such informants.

"Certain security measures , 
to be used by the various civil rights groups in the Los Angeles 
area during street demonstrations , these measures being known 
only to the high level officials of the organizations involved. 
They are put into effect by the various organizations not only 
conducting their own respective street demonstrations, but are 
used when these specific groups are invited to participate in 
demonstrations sponsored by other groups. 


"These measures were prompted by picket line demon- 
strators being attached by counterpickets, particularly those 
used by the American Nazi Party, Mlnutemen, and. so called "Black 
Nationalist" groups and the White Citizens Council and some in- 
stances by some representatives of the Nation of Islam or 
Muslim groups. These attacks in the past have resulted in the 
"civil rights" demonstrators arming themselves on an individual 
basis to the extent of carrying such weapons as knives and ice 
picks, which in the opinion of the "civil rights" organizations 
would eventually lead to violence and trouble. To prevent such 
situations occurring a number of key "security men" were 
selected who are interspersed throughout the crowd around the 
demonstrators to be available to protect demonstrators if 
attacked. These "security men" reportedly are armed, carrying 
small firearms which can be concealed. Some of the "picket 
captains" who participate in these demonstrations in a standby 
status in the crowds, while not armed with firearms or other 
weapons are available for physical assistance in case the 
demonstrators are attacked. 

"The demonstrating pickets have not been advised in 
detail that security men are so dispersed, but are advised that 
appropriate steps have been taken to provide security at each 
demonstration and the demonstrators themselves have been warned 
not to carry weapons. 


"It is a stated policy on an executive level of these 
"civil rights" groups who are cognizant, of the security measures 
taken, that the use of firearms or any violence, is only to take 
place as a last resort and only for protection of any demon- 
strators are not otherwise protected by the police. It is a 
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’'clear and distinct policy also that no resistance is to be 
offered by the security men and picket captains to law enforce- 
ment agencies. These security men and picket captains must be 
prepared and willing to be arrested in carrying out their pro- 
tection assignments in furtherance of the cause for which the 
demonstration may be held,, 

"The security men and picket captains are carefully 
selected so that they may keep control of any situation which may 
arise and prevent any violence occurring except as a defensive 
measure when demonstrators are attacked. Plans are also in 
effect to have attorneys present at all demonstrations and pro- 
visions for bail for those who may be arrested.

Note: Early In 1962 recruitment posters were sent out by 
the Defense Department carrying a picture of the U.N. flag, 
but omitting the American flag. Thanks to a vigorous pro- 
test made by Congressman Utt of California, the posters 
were recalled and we were assured that ail posters here- 
after would carry a picture of the Star Spangled Banner. 

8. The World Court would supersede the authority 
of our Supreme Court. 

9. The Congress of the United States would be 


reduced to an authority similar to that which is 
now enjoyed by a State Legislature. However, 
when State legislative decisions are overruled by 
Federal acts, Americans are still under the au- 
thority of their own fellow citizens. Not so in 
case of a U.N. military dictatorship. 

This abortive proposal is being carried out in the 
name of Disarmament. Special funds have been pro- 
moted to finance this so-called Disarmament Act, 
which happens to be Public Law 87-297 entitled "The 
Arms Control and Disarmament Act.” 

Naturally, many Congressmen voted for this act 
because they are sincere lovers of peace and were 
hoping that the crippling costs of armaments could 
be lifted from the burdened backs of the taxpayers of 
the world. Many Congressmen scarcely realize that 
this Act is being carried out in such a way as to vir- 
tually sabotage our national defenses and propa- 
gandize us into a U.N. military dictatorship. 

WARNING! The proposed treaty which has been 
embraced by our State Department with the approval 
of our President, plus the so-called Disarmament Act, 
can no longer be taken lightly. The proposal has 
been presented at Geneva upon the authority of the

President and at the instigation of our Secretary of 
State Dean Rusk. 

There you have it. This Administration has actually 
told the world that we are willing to disarm and sub- 
ject ourselves to United Nations military police au- 
thority. Furthermore, this treaty, which was approved 
by our administrative authorities and presented at 
Geneva, was presented at the very time when dele- 
gates opposed to American policy held the balance of 
power in the United Nations. Only by a hair’s 
breadth were we able to prevent Communist China 
from being admitted to the U.N. 

Imagine a situation where our destiny and our 
safety would be committed completely to a legisla- 
tive body in the control of our foes with the Soviet 
Union and her satellites in voting authority and with 
the possibility of Red China a part of this dictatorial 
apparatus. 

In case the reader may have his doubts concerning 
the accuracy of this statement, his attention is invited 
to page 9 of the State Department document No. 
7277 — Disarmament Series 5. 

Here are a few brief paragraphs quoted from this 
document : 

During the third stage of the program, the states of the 
world, building on the experience and confidence gained in 
successfully implementing the measures of the first two stages, 
would take final steps toward the goal of a world in which: 



• States would rete^Knly those forces, non-nuclear arma- 
ments, and establishments required for the purpose of main- 
taining internal order; they would also support and pro- 
vide agreed manpower for a U.N. Peace Force. 

• The U.N. Peace Force, equipped with agreed types and 
quantities of armaments, would be fully functioning. 

• The manufacture of armaments woTdd be~|tfohibited except 
for those of agreed types and qua»sities^ to be used by the 
U.N. Peace Force and those required to maintain internal 
order. All other armaments would be destroyed or con- 
verted to peaceful purposes. 

• The peace-keeping capabilities of the United Nations would 
be sufficiently strong and the obligations of all states under 
such arrangements sufficiently far-reaching as to assure 
peace and the just settlement of differences in a disarmed 
world. 

NOTE: The same document which carries the above state- 
ment, including a discussion of the first and second stages of 
development in this scheme to give us a U.N. military dicta- 
torship — in this same document is carried as an appendix the 
approved U. S. program for general and complete 
disarmament. 

Do not be surprised if on writing to the Government 
Printing Office you are unable to obtain a copy of this 
document, because the manipulators in the woodwork of 
diplomatic chicanery have been hopeful that this super-trick 
to destroy our sovereignty and make the Star-Spangled Ban- 
ner a second-rate flag — they were in hopes that this could 
be put over without the general public being too highly sen- 
sitized to its realities. Do not be surprised if the supply of 
this revealing document is ‘exhausted.’ The reader will be 
interested in knowing that the document is done up in blue 
and white — the color of the U.N. flag. 


CONGRESS, AWAKE! 

In the judgment of mature-minded patriots this so-called program of disarmament and world dictatorship 
is treason at its worst. It makes ridiculous everything that Washington, Franklin and Jefferson did to guarantee 
our independence. It would make a burlesque song out of our national anthem. It would reduce us to a slave 
state, manipulated by internationalists, safely based in Geneva and other centers of manipulation. 

No Congressman can afford to have an , understanding of this diplomatic conspiracy come to his people if 
they are to discover that he either favored it or gave consent to its promotion. 

Every Congressman who believes in national sovereignty and the Declaration of Independence and the 
priority of the Stars and Stripes as well as the importance of national defense should issue a statement immedi- 
ately, or make a speech on the floor of Congress, or call a press conference and vibrate concerning this tricky, 
treasonable diplomatic gesture. Nothing has been consummated in the life of our Nation which reflects more 
on our self-respect than this dastardly thing. 

Preoccupied statesmen and unalert citizens will be tempted to say: "It is too ridiculous to be consummated. 
It can’t happen.” 


Public Law 87-297 if enforced would establish a world dictatorship as outlined in State Depart- 
ment Publication 7277. See quotations above. Under this Public Law the President of the United 
States can transfer any or all armed forces of the United States to the United Nations to be under 
the command of the United Nations Security Council whose Secretary at the moment is Eugene 
D. Kiselev of the Soviet Union. Congress should repeal this Act and public sentiment should be 
awakened to its deadly potential. It was originally passed in the House as House Bill 9188 and 
in the Senate as Senate Bill 2180.
